In addition to the price specified in " Table I (C ) Coking Conl of Gade a to 
Grude H " every collicry owner shall be paid the following amount where , in pursuance of an ageree 
atat between him and the consumer, the grade of the coal supplied lo determined by umplin und 
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Analysis at the destination in accordance with the procedure laid down by the Government in this 
behalf , namely : 

(1) In the case of any of the grades of coking a sum of Rs. 1 27 np . per top (Rs . 1 25 nP 
coal A to E . 

per tonne) ; 
(ii) in the case of any of the grades of coking a sum of Rs. 0 : 76 DP . per ton . (Rs, 0 . 75 DP 
coal, F , G and H 

per tonne) : 
Provided that any dispute in regard to the application of that procedure or the results of such 
dumpling and analysis shall be referred to the Coal Controller whosc decision thereon shall be 
final and binding on the colliery owner and the consumer ."
